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DRUNK on Stella Artois and brandy a man 
lost control of his Mercedes and killed his 
15-year-old passenger before fleeing the 
scene, a court has heard. 

Bournemouth Crown Court heard Alex¬ 
ander McBride, 34, from Hampshire, lost 
control of his Mercedes E350 convertible 
sportscar which collided with a tree in the 
New Forest, killing 15-year-old Rebecca 


Marchant from Leatherhead. 

Rebecca, a St Andrew’s Catholic School 
pupil, was the daughter of a friend. 

He had consumed three cans of Stella 
Artois and five double brandies with Coke 
before driving with Rebecca in the car, along 
with his own daughter and niece, on Febru¬ 
ary 16. 

The court heard how toxicology tests 
showed that McBride was more than double 
the drink drive limit and had cannabis in 
his system. 

McBride at first tried, with the help 
of other drivers who stopped, to remove

Rebecca's family 
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Rebecca from the car, but later fled the 
scene leaving his daughter and niece. 

On foot, he returned home and 
smashed a window to get in and change 
his clothes. 

McBride’s 10-year-old daughter and 
eight-year-old niece were back-seat pas¬ 
sengers and both suffered minor inju¬ 
ries. He made a half-hearted attempt 
to hide from police, but later admitted 
what he had done, the court heard. 

McBride sobbed throughout the sen¬ 
tencing hearing on Thursday, March 24. 

He entered a guilty plea to one count 
of causing death by driving without 
due care and attention while over the 
prescribed limit. 

Sentencing, Judge Peter Crabtree 
said it was “a quite awful case where a 
young life full of promise was needlessly 
brought to an end”. 

He accepted the defendant had shown 
remorse for his actions but jailed him 
for four years and four months. 

After the sentencing Rebecca’s family 
said: “Our loved daughter, sister, grand¬ 
daughter and good friend to all was 
killed by Alexander McBride. 

“The sentencing will never be enough 
to compensate for the decision he took 
that night to drink and drive, we can 
never forgive him for leaving her after 
the accident. 

“His actions have left our family and 
friends devastated.”

Ninety-six-year-old Stuart Runnalls awarded the rank of Chevalier of the Legion d’honneur 

D-Day hero made a French knight 
for his 'excellent military conduct’

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A WAR hero in a Kingswood care 
home who kept his calm amidst the 
carnage of D-Day has been made a 
French knight for his role in liberat¬ 
ing Europe in the Second World War. 

Stuart Runnalls, 96, a resident 
at Kingswood Court Care Home in 
Warren Lodge Drive, was awarded 
the rank of Chevalier of the Legion 
d’honneur by the French ambassa¬ 
dor to the UK last week. 

The Legion of Honour is France’s 
highest honour, and was established 
in 1802 by Napoleon Bonaparte and 
is awarded for ‘excellent civil or mil¬ 
itary conduct’. 

Mr Runnalls was conscripted on 
September 4,1939 - his 19th birthday 
- and used his skills as a mechanic to 
service military vehicles during the 
war as part of a non-fighting unit. 


At Dunkirk he transported troops, 
helped build concrete guard posts 
and dug trenches. 

Mr Runnalls eventually rose to 
the rank of sergeant and, despite 
his non-combative role, had several 
“near misses” when he was shot at by 
German soldiers and dodged burn¬ 
ing blimps crashing into the British 
Channel. 

During the D-Day landings on June 
6,1944, German soldiers fought their 
way past waves of allied soldiers and 
into Mr Runnalls’ trench. 

He got a letter and medal from the 
French Ambassador on March 16. He 
was congratulated for his “military 
engagement and ... steadfast involve¬ 
ment in the liberation of France dur¬ 
ing the Second World War.” 

The letter said: “As we contemplate 
this Europe of peace, we must never 
forget the heroes like you, who came 
from Britain and the commonwealth 
to begin the liberation of Europe by 
liberating France.”

Abandoned rabbit found in charity’s bin 


AN EASTER bunny had a lucky 
escape after it was rehomed af¬ 
ter being dumped by the bins of 
an animal charity. 

The abandoned rabbit - 
named Betty Boxbun - was 
found in the bins in the car park 
of the Wildlife Aid Foundation 
(WAF) in Randalls Road, Leath¬ 
erhead last week. 

Betty was found by the chari¬ 
ty founder’s girlfriend and a vol¬ 
unteer at the WAF who went to 
pick it up when she saw it move. 

She said if she had not seen 
it, Betty would most likely have 
been thrown in the back of a 
lorry. 


The foundation does not nor¬ 
mally take in domestic pets, but 
made an exception in this case. 

The bunny has since found a 
loving home with another of the 
charity’s volunteers in Twick¬ 
enham. 

WAF founder and CEO Simon 
Cowell said: “It was in a taped- 
up box. Someone just dumped 
it, knowing that we wouldn’t 
throw it away. 

“Who would harm a rabbit? I 
don’t understand why someone 
would do that. 

“We don’t take in domestic 
animals but we felt we owed a 
duty of care and one of our vol¬ 


unteers gave it a home.” 

Earlier this month the team 
received a 30-minute old fox cub 
which had to be bottle fed every 
two hours. 

Staff at the WAF believe the 
fox had been abandoned by its 
mother, making him the first 
casualty of ‘orphan season’. 

The day after, volunteers 
also took in two baby squirrels 
which had been abandoned by 
their parents. 

The Wildlife Aid Foundation 
is appealing for donations and 
volunteers ahead of spring, 
which is normally its busiest 
period.

Principal's salary rises by 
150% despite pay freeze

Space for 
360 pupils 

PLANS to create an extra 
360 primary school plac¬ 
es in Ewell have been rub¬ 
ber-stamped. 

Having previously catered 
for children between Year 
3 and 6, Danetree Junior 
School, in Danetree Road, 
will add a nursery, Reception, 
Year 1 and Year 2 classes after 
Surrey County Council cabi¬ 
net approved it on March 22. 

Cllr Linda Kemeny, the 
member for schools, skills 
and educational achieve¬ 
ment, said the move is part 
of Surrey’s plan to add more 
than 11,000 school places in 
the next five years. 

Danetree Junior will start 
admitting reception pupils in 
September. 

A new teaching block will 
be built housing infant class¬ 
rooms and a nursery, which 
would have 52 places. The 
plans also include extra car 
parking. 

The expansion is part of a 
wider reorganisation of pri¬ 
mary schools aimed at creat¬ 
ing a total of 630 extra places 
in the Ewell and north west 
Epsom areas. 

There are proposals to 
make a further two schools - 
Ewell Grove and West Ewell 
infant schools - full primary 
schools. These two currently 
only have places for ages four 
to seven, but would take on 
pupils up to 11 years old. 
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THE principal of Nescot Col¬ 
lege more than doubled her 
salary last year to £331,000 
- while other lecturers saw 
their wages frozen. 

Sunaina Mann, who is also 
CEO, received a huge 120 per 
cent pay rise in the 2014/15 
financial year, having made 
£150,000 the previous year, ac¬ 
cording to a database of col¬ 
lege financial data released 
by Government body, the Ed¬ 
ucation Funding Agency. 

When asked, the college 
in Ewell confirmed an even 
higher figure of £363,000 for 
Mrs Mann’s pay package. 

Other teaching staff saw 
a pay freeze this year - and 
their real wages have tum¬ 
bled by an estimated 17 per 
cent over six years due to be¬ 
low cost of inflation increas¬ 
es. 

Asked about the bumper 
pay-rise, a spokesperson for 
Nescot said: “Sunaina Mann 
is the principal and CEO of 
the Nescot Group, which in¬ 


cludes Nescot and the Jeddah 
College of Excellence.” 

But it offered no reason for 
her huge pay rise, breakdown 
of where the money had 
come from, or explanation 
for the comparative decline 
in staff wages. 

Mrs Mann, a former com¬ 
puter scientist who lives in 
Bookham with her husband 
and daughter, was given an 
OBE for services to further 
education in 2013. 

She took over in 2005 after 
the college in Reigate Road 


was placed in special meas¬ 
ures. 

She achieved prominence 
as the first Asian woman 
principal of a further educa¬ 
tion college. 

She had arrived in the UK 
from India as a child in the 
1960s. 

She has also been CEO of 
the Nescot Consortium com¬ 
pany since September 2013. 

It has offices in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia and won a £75m contract 
in July 2013 along with other 
universities and colleges to 


offer vocational education 
for women in the Saudi city 
Jeddah. 

A University and Colleg¬ 
es Union spokeswoman said 
that staff had received pay 
freezes or lower than infla¬ 
tion pay rises for the past six 
years. 

Birmingham Metropolitan 
College paid the second-high¬ 
est salary, at £298,000, but this 
represented a ten per cent 
pay cut for the same role from 
2013/14, according to Further 
Education Week. 

The second-highest sala¬ 
ry increase from 2013/14 to 
2014/15 was 25 per cent - giv¬ 
en to the principal of North 
Hertfordshire College. 

Last year the college made 
a profit of just under £1.5mil- 
lion, with total income of al¬ 
most £27million and costs of 
just over £25million.

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Commuters spot felled trees and report disruption to transport network 

Storm Katie causes havoc 
on bank holiday weekend 
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STORM Katie wreaked havoc across 
Epsom and Mole Valley at the weekend, 
with felled trees causing chaos and con¬ 
fusion for residents looking to have a 
pleasant Easter. 

Across the country about 100,000 
homes were left without power, motor¬ 
ways closed and one man is feared dead 
after his kayak overturned in the River 
Wey in Guildford. 

The storm hit in the early hours of 
Monday morning. 

Fortunately no-one from our corner 
of Surrey has been reported injured 
or missing, but the storm - with winds 
reaching up to 70mph - still left its 
mark. 

Monday morning commuters spotted 
felled trees in Hook Road and Tatten- 
ham Grove, in Epsom, as well as on the 
Leatherhead bypass. 

Epsom resident and TV producer 
David Waddell noticed a large tree 
sprawled across some hedges just be¬ 
fore 6.30am on Monday, while photogra¬ 
pher Steve Brand snapped a large tree 
blocking one half of the Leatherhead 
bypass just before 8am. 

Mr Waddell, of Kendor Avenue, Ep¬ 
som, said he also saw fences and fence 
panels blown down on Easter Monday. 

He said: “I cycled past it on my way to 
work on Easter Monday morning when 
the storm was still in full swing. 

“The tree was on the side of Hook

Road, fallen from the side of one garden 
all the way across a neighbour’s garden. 

“It was also reaching into the street 
a bit.” 

Mr Brand said the disruption he wit¬ 
nessed could have been worse, but there 
were relatively few cars on the roads at 
the time. 

He said: “The tree across the Leather¬ 
head bypass was blocking the two lanes 
as you head towards the roundabout 
that lets you join the M25 junction 9 to 


go anti-clockwise. 

“I spotted it at 7.30am and it pretty 
much blocked the entire road. Cars had 
to mount the pavement to get past. 

“It was bank holiday and early traf¬ 
fic was very light, but in both cases it 
affected traffic flow with drivers taking 
turns to negotiate around the blocked 
route.” 

Kate Battrick spotted a blown-over 
tree blocking a path in Court Recrea¬ 
tion Ground, and tweeted a picture. 


Respected independent councillor Northcott dies, 80 


COLLEAGUES and friends have paid 
tribute to the ‘highly knowledgeable 
and conscientious’ Mole Valley coun¬ 
cillor John Northcott, who died this 
month. 

Cllr Northcott, who represented 
Ashtead Common as an Independent 
for 16 years, died on March 16 at the age 
of 80. 

Cllr Northcott was the executive 
member with responsibility for plan-

ning and served as Mole Valley District 
Council chairman between 2010 and 
2011. 

Councillor Chris Townsend, who rep¬ 


resents neighbouring Ashtead Park, 
said his former colleague was a popular 
and effective councillor who would be 
greatly missed in the chamber. 

Born in 1936, Cllr Northcott was 
brought up in St Albans and went to 
Emmanuel College, Cambridge to read 
natural sciences. 

Spending most of his life in the steel 
industry, he worked in Sheffield, Bar- 
row-in-Furness, Coatbridge and Lon¬ 
don, settling in Ashtead in 1972. 

The council’s Independent group 
leader Simon Ling praised Cllr North- 
cott’s integrity as ‘second to none’, and 
described him as a highly valued coun¬ 
cillor. 

He leaves behind his wife Gill, son 
Richard, daughter Clare and her family 


Lively debate at MP’s meeting 


‘THE most important political event in 
two generations’ is how MP Chris Gray¬ 
ling described the EU referendum as he 
held a Vote Leave meeting in a packed 
Epsom Conservative Club last Saturday. 

The Epsom and Ewell MP hailed 
the ‘majority backing’ for ‘leave’ in 
his constituency, saying he was ‘very 
impressed’ by the turnout, which saw 
some audience members have to stand 
in the aisles to hear him speak. 

About 50 people turned out to the 
event with different political views, 
making for a lively debate. 

Mr Grayling’s assertions that UK 
laws on issues ranging from anti-dis¬ 
crimination statutes to the tampon tax 
should be made in Westminster, not 


Brussels, were roundly met with cheers 
and applause. 

When he said migrants should only 
be allowed to enter the UK if they al¬ 
ready had a job - rather than to look for 
one - he was met with cries of ‘Yes!’ 

Mr Grayling said: “We cannot allow 
migration to be unlimited; we cannot 
go on absorbing people at the rate we 
are. It’s unsustainable.” 

Migration was a much-discussed 
theme and the MP of 15 years, welcom¬ 
ing the cross-party nature of the meet¬ 
ing, heard how migration impacts the 
NHS from a Ukip member.

MP’s U-turn on objection to 
closure of Legal & General

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REIGATE MP Crispin Blunt 
has pulled an apparent 
about-face on his support for 
workers at Legal and Gen¬ 
eral’s Kingswood headquar¬ 
ters, now instead urging Sur¬ 
rey County Council (SCC) to 
move into the site once it has 
been closed. 

Last year Legal and Gen¬ 
eral bosses announced their 
intention to close the flag¬ 
ship site, with 1,550 workers 
facing either moves to the 
Hove or Cardiff offices - or 
redundancy. 

In January, Mr Blunt sig¬ 
nalled his solidarity with the 
firm’s workers, saying it was 
“most definitely” not in the 
interest of the Kingswood 
community to lose the site or 
subject the workforce to an 
uncertain future. 

He wrote: “This decision 
also has serious implications 
for the community of King¬ 
swood and around, alongside 
the difficulties to be faced 


by the 1,550 people who still 
work in the company.” 

Despite initially planning 
to find a solution in time for 
Legal and General’s annual 
general meeting in May, Mr 
Blunt now seems to be push¬ 
ing for SCC to move in. 

Contradicting what he 
said just two months pri¬ 
or, he said on Friday the 
idea has “enormous mer¬ 


it” for the community of 
Kingswood, as well as for 
“long-neglected” east Sur¬ 
rey. 

He said: “The Legal and 
General site is a great cam¬ 
pus site of the size that 
would be suitable for a UK 
or European headquarters 
of a major corporate. How¬ 
ever, it would also be ideal 
as a site for the headquar¬ 


ters of Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil.” 

Regional officer for union 
Unite Ian Methven criticised 
Mr Blunt for exploring new 
uses of the buildings and 
said the focus should be the 
well-being of the employees 
who face losing their jobs, 
as well the “devastating im¬ 
pact” on Kingswood. 

Defending the back-track, 
Mr Blunt said the process of 
moving Legal and General 
out of Kingswood was “too 
far along” - and that Unite 
approached him to do some¬ 
thing “too late in the day”. 

He said: “I investigated 
the option of persuading Le¬ 
gal and General to stay but 
they already seemed quite 
far down the road with their 
plans. The chances of them 
reversing tack were vanish¬ 
ingly small by that time.” 

The MP wants SCC’s head¬ 
quarters back in the county 
- rather than in its current 
offices in Kingston. 

However, SCC said a pro¬ 
posal to move would distract 
from providing key services, 
which is its focus.

Transport watchdog calling for ‘a more considered proposal’ 

Doubts cast on plans 
to close ticket offices

PLANS to close ticket offices 
across south west London have 
been halted after London Travel- 
Watch (LTW) cast doubts on the 
proposals. 

Govia Thameslink Railway 
(GTR) announced a public con¬ 
sultation on plans to “modern¬ 
ise” many of their busier sta¬ 
tions by reducing opening hours 
in several locations and closing 
more. 

The news was met with fury 
by the Rail and Maritime Trans¬ 
port union (RMT) which claimed 
that passenger and staff safety 
would be on the line if staff were 
asked to work on the platform 
while handling cash and with 
fewer members of staff around. 

The LTW board, the transport 
watchdog, did not agree with the 
proposals “at this stage”. 

Some of the stations included 
in the proposals were Battersea 
Park, Carshalton Beeches, Sel- 
hurst, Balham, Sutton, Thorn¬ 
ton Heath, and Epsom. 

An LTW spokesman said its

board met on March 22 and con¬ 
sidered representations from 
council leaders, MPs, and Lon¬ 
don Assembly members as well 
as 8,000 comments. 

It noted areas of concern in¬ 
cluding the reliability of ticket 
machines, how and when station 
hosts would work and the ability 
to handle cash transactions. 

A spokesman for the watchdog 
said: “In the light of this uncer¬ 


tainty and the additional feed¬ 
back we have received, the board 
felt it was not able to support the 
proposals at the moment.” 

“It suggests GTR should devel¬ 
op a more considered proposal 
which could be piloted at a few 
carefully chosen stations.” 

A GTR spokesman said it still 
believes its proposals address 
“aspirations” LTW has for im¬ 
proving staff availability

THE death of six horses dur¬ 
ing this month’s Cheltenham 
Festival has bought horse 
racing and its welfare prac¬ 
tices into the spotlight. 

Stringent welfare stand¬ 
ards set by the British 
Horseracing Authority 
(BHA) and heavy investment 
in veterinary research and 
education has seen the fa¬ 
tality rate of horses on Brit¬ 
ain’s furlongs fall by a third 
to 0.18 per cent over the past 
20 years. 

British Racing argue race¬ 
horses get better treatment 
than non-competitive ani¬ 
mals. 

Despite this, figures show 
1,500 horses have died since 
March 2007 according to the 
animal rights group Animal 
Aid. 

At Epsom - generally con¬ 
sidered safer because of its 
flat track - three horses have 
died since 2002. 


Gelding Intomist was the 
last horse to be put down af¬ 
ter injury from racing at the 
Downs in September 2014. 

Even if horses do not die, 
animal rights groups argue 
being whipped or ending up 
in the slaughterhouse after a 
long career is cruel. 

In 2011 the BHA conducted 
a review of its rules regard¬ 
ing the use of the whip, with 


jockeys restricted in the 
number of times they can 
use it and threatened with 
fines or suspension for in¬ 
fringements. 

British Racing, an organ¬ 
isation that employs more 
than 6,000 people to care for 
the 14,000 horses in training 
for competition, argue the 
care afforded to horses in the 
racing industry surpasses 


that of other animals. 

The organisation invests 
£600,000 each year in rehom¬ 
ing and retraining retired 
horses and, since the turn 
of the century, £32m in vet¬ 
erinary research and educa¬ 
tion. 

Animal Aid argue that the 
sport should be banned.

Had Anastacia's show at Hampton 
Court Palace Festival come a few 
years ago, she would have one of 
the easiest trips to work ever. 

"I used to live in Richmond Hill," 
she told us. "I just never played 
there - it would have been super- 
convenient to just walk down the 
street and have a show." 

The little lady with the big voice, 
who dominated the charts in the 
early 2000s with hits like I'm 
Outta Love and Left Outside 
Alone, has now moved back to her 
native America but looking 
forward to returning to south¬ 
west London.

tive show. Shazia told us: "It's got 
nothing to do with the 
Kardashians. If there's Kardashian 
fans coming they're going to get 
the shock of their lives. 

"It's about political correctness 
and people being offended. I've 
never known so many people to 
be offended." 

The show explores Shazia's 
controversial insight on the 
intrusion of ISIS in the lives of 
British Asian women in her 
trademark unabashed style. 

Shazia said: "Those ISIS men, a 
lot of them are hot. Girls fancy 
them, they are kind of like our 
pop stars and our pin-ups.

I do get a lot of white 
middle class Guardian readers 
who forget to laugh. In those 
areas they are very interesting 
people, they come and see 
things they wouldn't usually see." 

With her sharp, gutsy comic wit, 
Shazia has appeared on various TV 
and radio shows including Have I 
Got News For You (BBC), F*** Off, 
I'm a Hairy Woman (BBC), NBC's 
Last Comic Standing, Beautiful

(Amendment No.5) Order 201 

(f) The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell Residents’ Only On-Street Parking Places) Order 2013 
(Amendment No.5) Order 201 

(g) The Surrey County Council (D2247) Ladbroke Road Epsom in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell (Restricted Zone) (On- 
Street Parking Place) Order 2013 (Amendment No.5) Order 201and 

(h) The Surrey County Council (Epsom and Ewell Prohibition of Verge Parking) Order 2014 (Amendment No.2) Order 201 

(i) Surrey County Council Hookfield and Lindsay Close controlled parking zone in the borough of Epsom and Ewell 
(Consolidation of waiting restrictions and on-street parking places Order 2005) (Amendment No.14) Order 201and 

(j) The Surrey County Council Various Roads in the Borough of Epsom and Ewell (On-Street Parking Places) Order 201- 

(k) The Surrey County Council Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell (Restricted Zone and Permit Holders Only) (On-Street 
Parking Places) Order 201 - 

2. The purpose and effect of the Orders above is to:- 

(a) prohibit the waiting by vehicles in certain lengths of roads on the days and times referred to in Schedule 1 to this Notice; 

(b) provide that in the lengths of roads referred to in sub-paragraph (a) above, the usual exemptions for loading and unloading 
vehicles, boarding and alighting from vehicles, using vehicles for works on or adjoining those lengths of roads, the 
maintenance of those roads and the services in them and for disabled persons’ vehicles in accordance with the “Blue 
Badge” Scheme would apply; 

(c) provide for the loading and unloading of vehicles in certain lengths of roads on the times specified in Schedule 2. Subject 
to the exemptions indicated in sub-paragraph (b) above save that the usual exemption for Blue Badge holders will not 
apply to this restriction; 

(d) authorise the free on-street parking places in certain lengths of roads on the days and times specified in Schedule 3: - 

(i) provide that outside of the hours of operation indicated any vehicle may be left for any period without time limit; 

(ii) specify that the vehicles which may be left shall be passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), goods vehicles the maximum 
gross weight of which is less than 5 tonnes, motor-cycles and invalid carriages; 

(iii) provide that vehicles left by specified disabled persons may wait at all times without time limit; 

(iv) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in certain circumstances (e.g., to allow persons to board or alight 
(maximum 2 minutes), to load or unload (maximum 20 minutes), etc; 

(e) install Mandatory disabled bays as specified in Schedule 4. Operating at the times specified in Schedule 4 for use only by 
disabled persons vehicles displaying a disabled persons blue badge; 

(f) provide an on-street pay and display parking place in a certain length in Clayton Road EPSOM in Schedule 5, to be in 
operation at the time indicated in the said Schedule; 

(i) provide that between the permitted hours the period during which vehicles may be left and the period during which 
any vehicles may not return will be as indicated in the said Schedule; 

(ii) provide that such charges for parking are set out in the said Schedule; 

(iii) allow for the payment of parking charges for pay and display using electronic means (e.g. using a mobile phone); 

(iv) such exemptions and provisions as specified in sub-paragraphs 2(d)(i), 2(d)(ii), 2(d)(iii) and 2(d)(iv) above shall apply 
also; 

(g) extend the hours of permit holders only on-street parking places in certain lengths of the roads on the days and times 
specified in Schedule 6; 

(h) extend the hours of the shared use on-street parking places in certain lengths of roads on the days and times specified 
in Schedule 7; 

(i) impose a system of controlled parking in Langlands Rise, Burnet Grove EPSOM and a certain length of West Hill EPSOM 
by converting these lengths of roads into an on-street permit holders’ only parking place which will be in operation Monday 
to Sunday inclusive, between 09.00hrs and 20.00hrs with the following provisions: - 

(i) The residents that may apply for parking permits will be: all residents of Langlands Rise and Burnet Grove, EPSOM 
and property number 8 West Hill EPSOM; 

(ii) The vehicles which may be left in the parking place, during the hours of operation shall be vehicles displaying a valid 
residents parking permit bearing the identifying letter issued by the Borough council or its agents, or a vehicle 
displaying a valid residents’ visitor’s parking permit or a valid operational parking permit; 

(iii) Provide residents’ Parking permits for residents of the said properties, which will allow them to park in the said 
parking place/permit zone during the hours of operation.

(N.B - in the parking places/permit zones referred 
to above in sub-paragraphs 2(i) and 2® , no traffic signs relating to such parking place would be marked on the ground or 
provided on site, other than a sign at the entry/exit points); 

(k) revoke “The Surrey County Council (West Hill Burnet Grove and Langlands Rise Controlled Parking Zone in the Borough 
of Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of Waiting Restrictions and On-Street Parking Places) Order 2005” in its entirety; 

(l) revoke “The Surrey County Council (Marshalls Close Hunters Close and Sharons Close Controlled Parking Zone in the 
Borough of Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of Waiting Restrictions and On-Street Parking Places) Order 2005” in its 
entirety; 

(m) include the residents of Dalmeny Way, Epsom to be eligible for permits in resident area C. The cost and conditions of use 
will be as specified in sub-paragraphs 2(i)(ii), 2(i)(iii), 2(i)(iv), 2(i)(v) and 2(i)(vi); 

(n) introduce an on-street permit holders’ only parking places for all residents of Treemount Court, Epsom with the letter 
identifier “L” to operate Monday-Saturday 09.00hrs-20.00hrs. The costs and conditions of use will be the same as sub- 
paragraphs 2(i)(ii), 2(i)(iii), 2(i)(iv), 2(i)(v) and 2(i)(vi);

LOOKS AND IMAGE: Choice is 
something of a misnomer when it 
comes to specifying your Dawn 
because you can have any colour 
you like, but it's more crucial than 
ever to pick right when it comes to 
this particular car. More sober hues 
lend an air of discretion, but go for 
a lighter paint shade and a con¬ 


trast roof and you can really see 
the modern influences.

good legroom available. The boot 
is more than sufficient to handle 
big luggage too, with up to 295 
litres with the roof up and 244 
with it down. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: The roof is 
the key element to the Dawn driv¬ 
ing experience. With it raised, the 
cabin is cocooned and remarkably 
quiet, due in part to the effort 
Rolls-Royce put in with the six lay¬ 
ers of fabric and 'French seam' 


stitching. It lowers in 22 seconds 
and in beautifully-engineered 
silence, and you can lower it driv¬ 
ing at up to 31mph. 

However you have the roof, the 
Dawn delivers a sumptuous driv¬ 
ing experience you simply can't 
find elsewhere. While the physical 
differences between it and the
